She spoke of the coldness of the climate, 

and said that when she first came to this 

country she had to stay in a room partly 

filled with ico and snow. In her country 

they had no ministers, doctors, lawyers or 

newspapers. They have no schools, and only 

know what their parents tell them, yiz,: to 

be good to their mothers. Thoy have only 

one sickness—some are sick two years and 
some four years, and grow very weak and 
finally die—she thought it must be what the 
doctors here call ‘consumption, Their dree« 
and methods were related by the spealer. 
They never wash from tho day they are 
born to the day they die. They have no 
wood, but burn ofl and bone, and the smoke 
pours out free inside the saow houses. 

When I was taken from Greenland to Ico- 
land, said she, 1 was 15 yearsold. I wasdark 
as an Indian, and my hair was so dark and 
sticky with greaso and smoke that it would 
cling to your hands like pitch, After an ill- 
neasin Iceland my hair was cut off, and when 
it appeared it was quite light in color, as you 
seo, A tall man in Greenland is only 4 feet. 
It is because they live as they do on meat and 
oil or “blob,” just asit comes from the ani- 
mal raw, that they grow so short and stout, 
There is no cooking, except sometimes whens 
mother with a very young baby throws a bit 
of raw meat upon the oil fire, and after it is 
warmed through feedsit to the infant that is 
too young to eat frozen raw meats. 

The day time of six months is the t 
time of the year because of snow blindineer 
which {s the great trouble with the natives, 
causing them intense pain and serious diffi- 
culties with theeyes. Thenight has the north- 


dinary way. we should have found it 
tasteless enough; as it was I thought it 
the most delicious thing I had ever 
tasted. After three days spent without 
food or water, in the desert, one is not 
particular. While we were still eating 
the fruit, the lady of my vision set her 
companion to work to partially flay the 
oribe which her dogs had killed, and 
busied herself in making a fire of fallen 
boughs. Assoonas it burned brightly 
she took strips of the oribe flesh, toasted 
them, and gave them to us on leaves. 
We ate, and now we were allowed a lit- 
tle more water. After that she took lit- 
tle Tota to the spring and washed her, 
which she sadly needed, poor child! 
Next came our turn to wash, and oh, 
the joy of it! 

Tcame back to the tree, walking pain- 
fully indeed, but achanged man. There 
sat the beautiful girl, with Tota on her 
knees. She was lulling her to sleep, and 
held up her finger to me enjoining si- 
lence, At last the child went off into « 
sound, natural slumber—an example 
that I should have been glad to follow 
had it not been for my burning curiosity.

centrated in villages some miles apart and 


how far north they go no ono knows, for no 
man has ever gone so far north that he did 


not find them. They are built of blocks of 


ice and snow, with ice blocks for the floors, : 
and fur carpets. The doorway is about high 


enough for a child 8 years old in this country. 
The fire is built in the middle of the floor of 
whalebones, blubber and lean meat, and tho 
fire starts by striking a flint on the walrus 
bone. Theman who ownsa flintis called a rich 
man in that country. Poor people have to 
borrow flints to light the fire. All the flints. 
that are known are cast up by tho icebergs. 

Miss Krarer described the home habits of 
the Eskimos and how the children are pun- 
ished, The method is to burn the child to the 
bone for any misdemeanor, and she said she 
had many scars on her own person. Thechild 
is made to fold its arms, and the speaker il- 
lustrated the effect by showing ber own arms, 
which are sadly bent and undergrown from 
this habit of childhood. . 

In the care of children the mother believes 
that if her baby is sick the bad spirit is in it, 
and she hates it and itdies, and she puts it 
away as though it were an animal. 

The speaker related how she happened to 
go to Iceland. Some Icelanders were ship- 
wrecked on the coast of Greenland, and after 
remaining there a year three Greenlanders’ 
families agreed to guide them over to Iceland, 
many miles away, Her family was one, and 
they reached Iceland safely on the dog sledges 
after months of trayel. 

They never went back to Greenland. Sho 
herself was educated at tho mission school 
in Iceland, and for tho first time heard of 
America—a fico land, where all nations are 
welcomed. She had finally come to America, 
eight years ogo, via Manitoba, Quebec and 
Minnesota, and bad lived in America eight 
years Tho first of her residence hero she 
Was ill all of tho timo from the heat, but was 
gradually becoming accustomed to it, She 
suid that she was as tallas the average man 
or woman in Greenland, tho Icelanders being 
tho first tall persons they had ever seen. Her 
father was an inch taller than sho’ and 
weighed 100 pounds, Her mother was —

| PROVIDE FOR THE FRESH COWS 


The wise dairyman will make provision in 
rdvance for exigencies that arise in the care 
snd management of stock. He can employ 

» faw spare hours to no better advantage 
than in preparing a fow stalls for cows during 
puctirition The too common custom ol 
leaving cows stanchioned up to the moment 
1 calving, and often 80 confined through its 
throes, is as inhuman as it is unwise. The 
females of ell animals instinctively seck 
seclusion during these trying periods, aud 
that seclusion, with care and comfort, should 
he freely given them. Unless the dairy is a 
very large one, it will not require more than 
two or three stalls for the purpose indicated. 
There is generally spare room enough for 
these in the average stable, but if not, erect 
them elsewhere in warm quarters, Build an 
ordinary box stall, with bars opening on the 


the morrow, and should know then that they 
had made a mistake in trying to dispose of 
her as they had. Perhaps the sun would be 
shining then over the place she loved so well, 
for the hurrying clouds, with their vivid 
gleams of lightning, seemed only to boast of 
their power to storm.

‘It is not difficult to 
ealist the sympathies of children in the 
animal world, Take, for instance, the 
history and habits of birds; show how 
wonderfully they are created ; how kind to 
their young; how useful to agriculture ; 
what power they have in flight, The 
swallow that flies sixty milesan hour, or the 
frigate bird which, in the words of Audubon, 
‘flies with the velocity of no meteor,’ and 
according to Michelet, can float at an ele- 
vation of ten thousand feet, and cross the 
tropical Atlantic ocean in a single night ; 
or those birds of beauty and of song, the 
oriole, the linnet, the lark, and, sweetest 
of all, the nightingale, whose voice caused 
one of old to exclaim, ‘Lord, what music 
hast thou provided for suinfs in heaven, 
when thou hast afiorded such music for men 
on earth ?’ 

Or, take that wonderful beast of the 
desert, the camel, which, nourished by its 
own humps of fat, and carrying its own 
reservoirs of water, pursues its toilsome way 
across the pathless deserts for the comfort 
and convenience of man. 

Is it not easy to carry up the minds and 
hearts of children by thoaghte like these 
from the creature to the infinitely wise, 
good, and powerful Creator? 

‘Ever atter I introduced the teaching of 
kindness to animals into my school,’ says M. 
De Sailly, an eminent french school-master, 
‘I found the children not only more kind to 
animals, but also more kind to each other.’ 
‘IT am sure children cannot be taught 
humanity to animals without at the same 
time being taught a higher humanity,’ says 
the Superintendent of the Boston public 
schools,’ ‘The great need of our country,’ 
said Hiram Powers to me at Florence, ‘is 
more education of the heart.”—From 
“Protection of Animals’ by Geo.

reat distance that separates it from us, are 

oth sustained with ease, evidently, by this

“Some varieties are better than others, are 
they not?” 

“Yes, but practically any parrot can be 
trained to talk if you commence when the 
bird is young. There isa common but fool- 
ish notion that it is only the male birds that 
talk. Asa matter of fact, there is no more 
difference in this respect than in the human 
species. The hen parrot can do her share of 
talking.” 

WHAT THEY EAT. 

“Do the different kinds of parrots require 
different food?” 

“Certainly; that is one of the secrets. Let 
me describe to you here the kinds of parrot 
commonly met with in this country. Of 
course, you know they are all imported and 
acclimatized, the bird being strictly tropical 
in its natural habitat. The Mexican double 
yellow head parrots are among the best 
birds we get; they have better talking 
power, greater sharpness in picking up words 
and tricks, and a more pleasing, human like 
voice than the other varieties, They are also 
quick to become attached to their owners, 
and to make strangers feel like strangers, 
which is one of the chief charms of a parrot 
for the average man or woman, ‘That’s hu- 
man nature, isn’t it? If a parrot will take to 
everybody the owner has no uge for it. This 
yariety has another good qiMlity—that of 
fearlessness. A Mexican double yellow head 
parrot will convince any cat in about two 
minutes that distance lends both enchant- 
ment and safety to the view. As to what 
these birds can learn, I will only say that 
they have been taught to imitate all the ani- 
mals in the barnyard—the rooster, the dog, 
the pigs, the pea hens, the turkeys; they can 
be made to repeat half a dozen letters of the 
alphabet correctly in succession, spell words, 
and as to swearing—they will pick up ‘cuss’ 
words as quick as any 10-year-old gamin in 
Tar Flat.” 

“Ayo these birds the ones which die off so 
fast?” 

‘Yes, because they are the most sensitive 
of all parrots. They require special care the 
first winter, and should be kept warm and 
out of the draught. Just hereI will give 
you a pointer, If you puta monkey, an ant 
eater, a parrot or any tropical animal in a 
draught of air—as, for instance, by opening 
the window in a room where a fire is burning 
—you are going to lose your pet, It will 
catch cold and die as surely asif you had 
put it in a refrigerator car,” 

“Then the imported parrots die of cold?” 

“Not allof them. It is not really cold 
enough in San Francisco to kill a parrot, 
even ona cold day, but draughts are fatal, 
in summer and winter alike, The real trouble 
people have in raising parrots is becauss they 
will not try to believe that the birds get 
along much better at first without drinking 
water. If youset a vesselof water neara 
freshly imported parrot, however healthy, it 
will drink itself to death; that’s what I 
mean,” 

DRINKING WATER, 

“Then you would give them no water at 
ally” 

“Not exactly that. A little water may be 
given to a young bird every day; say one or 
two teaspoonfuls, But the proof that water 
is bad for a green parrot, if you let the bird 
feed itself, is shown by the fact that a parrot 
which has been getting along finely for a 
whole week without water, but with plenty 
of green food, which contains all the water 
it requires, will get dysentery or some other 
trouble directly it is allowed to swill all it 
wants.” 

‘Parrots are reckless feeders, then?” 

“In captivity, yes, and that is the cause of 
most of their ailments. The birds naturally 
dive on seeds and fruit, under conditions 
which permit them to have fresh food at all 
times, and plenty of fresh air and sunlight. 
But a parrot in captivity is kept in a state of 
chronic irritability by hot and improper food 
—coffee, meat, stale bread, sour vegetables 
at the bottom of its cag it a wonder that 
the bird sickens? Why, tho life of 2 parrotis 
in tho sunlight and the fresh fruits on the 
tree How many people think of sunning 
their parrot, a thing which ought to be done 
evory day!” 

“Do all the varieties require the same 
care?” 

“Notas tothe temperature of the room, 
but as to the feeding, yes, certainly. A sick 
parrot is, in nine cases out of ten, an exposed 
or overfed purrot. The hardest of all varie- 
ties is the African gray, but itshould never be 
fed with soft bread, which agrees well with 
other parrots, The proper thing for this 
bird isa diet of water crackers, pilot biscuit, 
hemp, and occasionally a piece of mealy 
apple ora peanut, The African parrot may 
also be trusted with drinking water in its 
cage, which is a dangerous experiment with 
the green varicties while young. 

“There is no whistler to beat the African 
gray, and it never screeches, Of course this 
bird comes high, because it has to come by 
way of Liverpool and New York, or round the 
Horn; but it is a fine pet, and, as I have said, 
a hardy bird, A good African parrot is not 
dear ut $50 or even $100,” 

“What other varieties come hereg” 

“The Cuban parrot. It is a very beautiful 
bird, a good talker and a fair whistler, This 
is a delicate variety till thorot y accli-

bargain. Dibdin signalized himself at Drury 
Lane by his writing of the musie for “Tho 
Paddock,” and yet for his share in the work 
he received only £45, while Bickerstaff, the 
author of the words, got £1,700, 

As he says himself, however, he was of an 
easy and credulous temper, and, as we may 
say for him, he was also extravagant and 
improvident, being indeed a kind of Gold- 
amith of his profession. He parted with 
most of his early writings without proper 
agreements, and in consequence got hand- 
somely cheated. His renowned song, “The 
Waterman,” he sold for two guineas; ‘Noth- 
ing Like Grog,” for half a guinea, and so on. 
Thus, while he was always working hard, his 
existence for the greater part of bis career 
was little better than the hand to mouth one 
of the third rate professional, 

Garrick seems toyhave found him of signal 
service at the Stratford jubilee, as well as 
at Drury Lane, yet they do not appear to 
have at any time pulled well together. The 
young composer had become indebted to the 
actor to the extent of £50, and he tells us 
that Garrick made him slave atsong writing 
for the Shakespeare celebration till “he had 
better gono toa Jew for the money.” On 
one occasion the actor said to him apropos of 
his debt, “I can take down the pegs that 
make this music;” to which Didbin replied, 
“Yes, as honest as you are,” 

At another time Garrick, having previous- 

ly.failed to satisfy Dibden with some verses 
for music, produced the words of the ron- 
deau beginning, “Sisters of the tuneful 
strain,” and asked Didbin if the piece would 
do. “Yes,” was the reply, ‘it is tuned so 
musically that it sets itself. It is certainly 
the best you have ever written,” Tho ron- 
deau turned out to be by Jerningham, and 
if Dibdin was unaware of this fact he, at 
any rate, got credit for knowing it, for the 
famous actor never forgave him the honestly 
expressed opinion, 
Garrick seems, indeed, to have been a tire- 
some taskmaster, and with the consciousness 
of superiority in his own line, et least, Dib- 
din must have felt intensely annoyed at tho 
constant mutilations to which his literary 
and musical work was subjected by the 
manager. This, however, may have had its 
good effect, though not exactly in the direc- 
tion intended by Garrick, Irritated beyond 
measure by the frequent “improvements” 
made on his productions, Dibdin resolved to 
rely on his memory only in composition, and 
never to put his work on paper until all altera- 
tions had been agreed upon, Feeling certain 
that Garrick “scarcely knew one air from 
another, and that bis criticisms were mere 
affectation, he was accustomed to pretend to 
adopt them with a good grace, Then, wait- 
ing till next morning, he would play over 
the air exactly as it stood before, and receive 
great praise from Garrick for the doctiity of 
his supposed improvements!” Not a bad 
plan, say we; there are, we suspect, quite a 
number of modern Garricks upon whom a 
trick of the kind might well be played, and 
with perhaps good results, — Gentleman's 
Magazine,

Chemical Sugar. 

It is generally known that chemists can 
produce in th iboratory from r¢ 
stance very similar to sugar and ring the 
same swectening property. The Germans 
are, however, hard at work trying to pro- 
duce artificial sugar on a large scale, and al- 
though its production for practical purposes 
has not yet been realized, considerable ad- 
vance bas’been made, and a step has been 
taken toward successful results, Horr Emil 
Fisher has succeeded in obtaining a true 
sugar, which is capable of undergoing alco- 
holic fermentation by means of yeast, just 
like ordinary sugar. 

There is only one thing wanting in this 
new chemical sugar which causes it to differ 
from the natural sugar, and that is that it is 
optically inactive; it will not rotate a beam 
of polarized light either to the right or left, 
They call this sugar “acrosea.” Glycerin 
that sheet anchor of so mang recent investi- 
gations, is the starting point in the prepar 
tion of acrose, which must not be con- 
founded with “saccharine,” which is nota 
arand can never take its place as an ar- 
ticle of diet. The discoverers of acrose are 
sanguine of making a perfect sugar at no 
distant day, and their work is watched with 
interest by the scientific as well as the indus:

What do cireus people do in winter? 

Tt seems strange that while the newspapers 
devote so much space to the sayings and do- 
ings, the fortunes and misfortunes of actors 
and actresses, they seldom or never refer to 
circus people, though, from the fact that the 
number of persons connected with every cir- 
cus is many times greater than that comprised 
by the largest dramatic company, the saw- 
dust folks are a more AuMerous class than the 
children of Thespis, while from the hazard- 
ous, gypsy like character of their profession, 
their daily lives are fraught with much 
deeper romantic interest than those of the 
wearers of the sock and buskin. In Berlin, 
Vienna, Dresden, Hamburg, Paris, Lyons 
and St. Petersburg there are large ‘winter 
circuses,” where the sports of the arena may 
be enjoyed throughout the cold season, and 
the press of those cities devotes quite as much 
attention to the artists of the sawdust circle 
as to the votaries of the stage, 

‘ PRACTICING ,BARNS, 

If we visit Frankford, a suburban part of 
Philadelphia; Fordham, N, ¥.; Newark, N. 
J., and West Chester, Pa., we shall learn the 
angwer to our question: What do circus peo- 
ple do in winter? We shall find that they go to 
the barn to keep themselves warm, if not to 
put their head under their wing, To put it 
more pluinly, there are maintained at each 
of the places I have named large “practicing 
barns,” as they are technically called, sup- 
plied with regular forty-two feet circus 
ring, in which the circus people promote the 
circulation of the blood by practicing their 
acts all through the cold season. When a 
circus performer accumulates money he in- 
variably invests it in a farm on which to pass 
his time when resting from his professional 


labor, and’such people usually have a prac- 
ticing barn of their own for individual use, 
Less fortunate members of the profession 
spend their winters at some one of the four 
places I have named, in order to enjoy the 
advantages for practice afforded by the pub- 
lic practicing barns, which are the property 
of some circus manager or ‘retired per- 
former, 

Not only do they practice their old acts, 
but they learn new ones as well, besides 
breaking and training new horses to the 
ring—a task of no inconsiderable magnitude. 
Every rider is required by circus managers 
to furnish his own horses, and the principal 
artists usually keep from two to four. These 
they are compelled to maintain during the 
winter at their own expense. Young people 
desirous of becoming riders are also instruct- 
ed in their own chosen profession in these 
practicing barns during the cold season, 

It was a strange sight that met my gaze as 
I strolled into one of these practicing barns 
the other day. A motley group of circus 
performers was gathered about the ring, in 
which a beaittiful young girl of about 16 
years was taking her first lesson in bareback 
riding. There were two or three handsome 
young women among them with their two or 
three husbands, aud their two or three moth- 
ers, and their eight or nine little children, 
who do the fairy business when required. 
The father of one of these interesting families 
was in the habit of balancing the father of 
another of the families on the top of a great 
pole, The father of a third family often 
made a pyramid of both those fathers, with 
his youngest son for the apex and himself 
standing upon two horses for the base. 

All the fathers could dance upon rolling 
casks, stand. upon bottles, catch knives and 
balls, twirl hand basins, ride upon anything, 
jump over anything and stick at nothing. 
‘All the mother's gould (and did) do flying acts 
npon the bavelked steeds, One of them 
drove four in hand alone, in a Greek chariot, 
through every town in which she appeared. 
They all assumed to be mighty rakish and 
knowing, yet there was a remarkable gentle- 
ness and childishness about these people, a 
special inaptitude for any kind of sharp prac- 
tices, and an untiring readiness to help and 
pity one another, deserving as much respect 
and as much generous consideration as the 
virtues of any class of people in the world. 

TRAINING HORSES, 

“How are horses trained for the ring?” I 
asked, 

“You mean the horses upon which riders 
perform their feats? Well, to answer that 
question I will begin by saying that the best 
age at which to train a horse is from 5 to 6 
years, In selecting one for the purpose you 
must first decide what kind of riding you 
wish to use him for. As you doubtless know, 
circus riding is of two kinds, namely, princi- 
pal acts and manege acts. Principal acts are 
those in which the artist rides in a standing 
position and performs various acts, such as 
pirouetting, jumping and throwing somer- 
saults over objects, ete, Principal acts may 
be ridden either upon the horse's bare back 
or upon a pad saddle, They may also be 
ridden as two, four or six horse acts, the per- 
former riding any of those number of horses 
all at the same time, or they may be hurdle 
acts, bars or hurdles being placed in the ring 
and the horse jumping over them. 

“Manege acts are those in which a horse is 
ridden under an ordinary saddle by a lady or 
gentleman. in a park riding dress, the object 
being, as the name of the act implies, to di 
play the rider’s skill in managing the horse, 
For hurdle riding you want the most spirited, 
dashing, high mettled horse you can get, but 
for any other style of principal act horses 
should possess little or no spirit, and should 
be of a dull, plodding, phlegmatic disposition 
that nothing can excite, Haying selected 
your horse, the first thing is to bit him—that 
is, to ma his mouth so sensitive to the bit 
that he will instantly respond to the slightest 
pressure upon it, This may be accomplished 
quickly with somo, while others will require 
months, 

‘Having been well bitted the horse is put 
into the ring, a roller or surcingle about his 
body and his head kept up by ‘bearing up” 
reins, His trainer, in the center of the ring, 
holds along hinge rein attached to the bit, 
In this way he is taught that he must keep 
going round and round the ring’s inner edge, 
Then the attaches of the circus practice 
vaulting upon his back till he is thoroughly 
accustomed to it and acquires what we tall 
the balance of the ring. Then the paper coy- 
ered hoops through which riders jump and 
the wide pieces of cloth called banners over 
which they leap are brought in, and he is 


the [rate was 83, It has come down as fol- 
lows: 31, 29, 27, 26, 26, 25.

Calculating on a population of 35,000,000, 
the average French death rate per 1,000 was 
last year 22.05. If our Gallic neighbors be- 
come sufficiently aroused to the importance 
of the interests at stake and take steps to re- 
duce the mortality four per 1,000, and also 
hold out some special inducements to parents 
to rear larger families, the evil will in turn 
be overcome, but action should not be de- 
ferred,—New York Spectator. , 


Trade Mark Law. 

he word “trade mark” is not, as many 
people erroneously suppose, confined te a 
registered trade mark, but includes thatsense 
of the word, Trademark has been defined 
by the United States supreme court to be 
just what Webster’s Dictionary detines it, ‘a 
distinguishing mark or device used by a 
manufacturer on his goods r labels, the legal 
right in which is recognized by law.” The 
act of congress of March 2, 18S1, provided for 
registering trade marks of aliens, as well as 
citizens, by causing to be recorded in the pat- 
ent office a statement specifying name, domi- 
cile, location and citizenship of the party 
applying, the class of merchandise and 
tho particular description of goods 
comprised in such class to which the 
particular trade mark has been appropri- 
ated; a description of the trade mark itself 
with fac-similes thereof, and statement of 
the mode in which the samo is applied and 
affixed to goods, and the length of time dur- 
ing which the trade mark has been used. 
This application must be accompanied by 
proof of its veracity and the rights claimed. 
The certificate when issued remains in force 


for thirty years,and can be renowed. The 
government feo is $25. The manufacture, 
sale, offering for sale or dealing in any goods 
substantially,of the same descriptive proper- 
ties as those referred to in the registration of 
any trade mark or the affixing of a fraudu- 
lent trado mark is punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two years, or both. The same fine 
is imposed on those who fraudulently refill 
trade marked packages.—American Analyst.

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HOLD IN YOUR TEMPER. | 


EVILS WHICH RESULT FROM OUT- |} 
BURSTS OF ANGER. 

Effects Upon the System Generally Very 

Mad — Most Severe Upon the arts 


Death Not Infrequently the Consequence | 
of Anger: 


Man, says an old writer, unrestrained by | 
discipline, or abandoned to the turbulence of 
unbridled passion, is pitiable and degraded 
indeed, The fountains of his health and en- 
joyment are corrupted, and all thatis comely 
and elevated in his natnre is marred and de- 
based. His whole life, in short, becomes but 
n succession of painful mental and physical 
strugglings and commotions—a torment 
equally to himself andallaround him, He who 
made this assertion had in mind all the painful 
passions, anger, envy, jealousy, ete,, which 
humanity is prone to, but he would not have 
been far from right had he said the same of 
the man quick to anger and of ungovernable 
temper, for of all mental peculiarities, short 
of absolute disease, his is one of the most un- 
fortunate, and, in truth, as all know, he is 
likely “to be a torment to himself and all 
around him,” It is not the writer’s purpose, 


| i 


however, to discuss the social penalties in- 
flicted upon the choleric man, but to consider 
briefly the bearing which anger has upon his 
health, and to point out some of its evils 
which are not generally recognized. 
“CONVULSED WITH FURY,” 

That man can become angry is for him a 
fortunate provision. Angor is an essential 
and component part of his natural system of 
defense against all influences which threaten 
him. As has been said; ‘‘Modiffed and abused 
as we find if, it was originally implanted in 
our breasts as a necessary safeguard alike to 
our happiness and existence.” But anger, in- 
dispensable as it is to man’s welfare, both 
physical and mental, must yet be a fruitful 
source of disease, regret and disgrace unless 
kept Under control of reason and the will. 
Unfortunately, it is not always kept under 
wise restraint, nor are all conscious of the 
evils which must result when it is ‘'given 
vein.” Allusion is not made to acts of which 
an angry man may be guilty, but’ to its 
effects upon himself, Every paroxysm ‘is’ a 
mental shock or strain, Which in some degree 
threatens the mental health of him who 
experiences it. In every fit of intense anger 
there is started a train of disturbances of 
mind which extend into the body; and so 
both may under certain conditions suffer 
serious injury, and perhaps death may re- 
sult, A person may, of course, be even “ter- 
ribly angry” many times and yet appear to 
be none the worse for such attacks, Quick 
and complete recovery is the rule among the 
young, whose powers are elastic and will 
bear severe strains, Not so is it, however, 
with those who have entered or passed mid- 
die life; they break, when they would merely 
have bent in early life, 

“Convulsed with fury” is an expression 
which is often used to indicate an extremo 
paroxysm of anger, and certainly something 
like a convulsion occurs. There is for a time 
a complete upheaval, every vital power be- 
ing shaken. Really, thore is not an import- 
ant part of the system which is not disturbed 
in intense anger, and for a time life seems to 
be at a standstill, and even threatens to go 
out. The blood, receding from tho surface, 
surges back to the internul organs, and they 
are either overwhelmed or sore depressed, 
The heart especially suffers from the shock of 
anger, and seems scarcely able to perform its 
function, The breath comes short and quick; 
there is a tightness across the chest as though 
tho lungs were closing; in fact, the whole 
vital system isconvulsed, This condition of 
things generally attends an outburst of violent 
anger; then follows reaction, unless, as it 
sometimes happens, death occurs; and if it 
comes then ‘it is as sudden as a stroke of 
lightning. : 

In less intense anger the shock is not nearly 
as great; it may be felt only for an instant 
and it may be entirely absent, the so called 
stage of excitement beginning with the first 
outburst of anger. Doubtless all have many 
times seen the effectsof this shock; it is on 
when the angered one stands paralyzed, as it 
were, dumb, er, as often is said, ‘choking 
with rage.” But, as stated, this stage is 
sometimes absent even in intense anger, and 
the instant that passion is aroused the stage 
of excitement—which is reaction from shock 
—comes, and we have what is often termed 
fury, or rage. When this state is entered the 
blood turns and rushes like a torrent back to 
the surface; the face becomes ‘‘blazing red,” 
the lips swollen, the eyes bloodshot and the 
skin hot, hence the expression “burning with 
anger,” In this stage the condition of the 
system is almost a perfect contrast to that of 
shock. 


TOUCHING THE HEART. 

The vital powers which were nearly over- 
whelmed have not only renewed their 
strength, but have preternatural strength, 
and that organ of life, the heart, which was 
so feeble and threatened to stop beating, now 
violently hammers at the chest wall. Such 
sudden changes as thes first to partial 
oclipse from shock, and then to wild excite- 
ment and high fever, if they are extreme, 
must shake the entire system, and more than 
likely leave for a long timo evidence of hav- 
irred. Of course, all people who be- 


ing 


col angry do not suffer like this, It does 
not seem possible for some ever to become 
“terribly angry;” but thatc compara- 

small—the infinite jority can bo 

ito it. Then there are many with 
whom anger is sudden and transient, while 
there are others who are slo\ to it, and 


they are much slower, also, in getting over 
it. IJtis generally the latter who suffer most 
from it, for it is quite likely to leave a last- 
ing bitterness, if not positive hatred, « 
theone who invoked the attack, and s 
to it, is in itself 


feeling, malignant or alr 
prejudicial to mental health. 

Generally he who turns pale when angry 
is the most Intensely 80, and he is the one it is 
well to give o “wide berth to.” But some- 
times fear and anger sociated, and then 
the victim almost always turns pile. Ho is 
not so formidablo, but his owa sufferings are 
greater than they would bo wore anger un«

Napanee, £4,445,33 ; Belleville, $61,066 of 
which $1,121 was contributed by the outport 
of Campbellford ; Picton with its five out 
ports $10,326 ; Trenton, £10,398 ; Kingston 
$180,637, The cost of collection in Dese- | 
ronto was only $728; Napanee $1,560 ; 
Picton, $2,486 ; ‘I'renton $662.55; Belleville 
$3,646; Kingston $15.774. It is. obvious 
that Deseronto and Trenton do not amount 
to much in the eyes of the government, 
Trenton, however, did get a handsome 
public building.

Mr. S. B. Burdett has introduced a bill 
into parliament with the object of protecting 
farmers from hull-less oats and similar 
awindles. Mr, Burdett’s bill provides that 
whosoever obtains a note or other evidence 
of indebtededness in consideration of a sale 
to another person of any seed grain or other 
‘cereals at a fictitious price or price equal to 
or more than twice the market price of such 
grain, or who sells a note so obtained know- 
ing it to have been so obtained, shall be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary not more 
than three years not less than one year, or 
be fined from $100 to $500. 


Death of Captain Win. Power. 

Capt. Wm. Power died at his home in 
Canifton last Saturday morning. He was 
born in the county of Tipperary, Ireland, 
and came to this country when sixteen years 
of age. He was an officer in the Canadian 
militia and hence the title Captain. He at 
one time owned the old Dominion house in 
Belleville and was at different times engaged 
in several lines of business. He owned the 
Queen’s hotel in Belleville besides other real 
estate and a hotel at Canifton, He was a 
passionate lover of horse-flesh of which he 
always had a large stock. He leaves three 
children, one of whom is Mr. W. W. Power, 
of the Deseronto Chemical Works. | The 
funeral took place on Monday and was 
attended by a vast concourse of citizens.

EXPERIMEN@S WITH BARLEY, 


The Central Bxperimental Farm has issued 
a bulletin upon the subject of experiments 
with barley, made with the purpose of 
demonstrating that two-rowed barley, which 
is the only kind valuable for export to Great 
Britain, ean be successfully grown in Can- 
ada. ‘Lhe report treats the whole question 
of the barley trade at length, and with re- 
ference to the experiinents concludes as 
follows, ‘*The results submitted of the test 
of these leading varieties of two-rowed 
malting barley over a very large area in 
Canada are suflicient to show that even in 
the unfavorable season for barley growing 
there is a wide territory over which two- 
rowed barley for the [english market can be 
grown with advantage, and the yield obtain- 
ed from the samples sent out as well as in 
field culture at the experimental farms would 
indicate that heavier crops of two-rowed 
barley of the varieties named could be raised 
than of the ordinary six-rowed barley, It is 
not practicable to entirely change any im- 
| portant crop in a single season, especially 
when it covers so large an area. Itis better 
| for many reasons that such a change should 
come more slowly, but it does seem feasible 
to bring this about to a very large extent 
within a comparatively short time,” 

The bulletin is interesting. Any farmer 
desiring a copy can get it on application to 
Professor Saunders at the Experimental 
farm, Ottawa, 

The government will purchase $25,000 
worth of this barley and sell to those farmers 
desiring same.

DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUT, 


Principal Mathison, of the deaf and dumb 
| institute, Belleville, says the institute has 
just passed through a most critical period in 
the history of the institution, and following 
an epidemic of measles of which there were 
ninety-seven casos, la grippe made its

pupils, twelve teachers, several officers, and 
twelve domestic servants. ‘Counting all 
| those who were ill of measles and la grippe 
in the institute and on the grounds 335 
number totalled up to nearly 300 cases since 
the let of December last. This state of affairs 
was a very unusual one as the members of 
our large family have enjoyed general good 
health—for weeks and weeks at a time there 
were no sick ones and the hospitals were 
unoccupied for two soasions. Teachers

| healthy pupils assisted very materially in

THE INDIAN TRIBES, 


To the Editor of Tur TRiBuNE. 

Dear Str:—In my visits to Deseronto, I 
have enjoyed many pleasant drives over the 
Tyendinaga reservation so finely located on 
the beautiful Bay of Quinte, and it has 
afforded me much pleaoure to see so many 
comfortable homes which these people 
possess, with its schools for educational 
advantage, and with its churches to 
christianise them and to teach them how to 
live a good and holy life, and when I saw 
how they had progressed in civilization and 
christianity, I contrasted with sadness the 
condition of so many ‘‘Sons of the Forest” 
in my own land who are without these com 
forts and privileges. ! 

It is not alone the wild tribes of the far 
west that calls for our commiseration, but 
here in the centre of the great state of New 
York, within a few miles of one of her 
populous cities, resides a tribe of Indians of 
which more than one-half are pagans ; prac: 
ticing it is said some of the worst heathen 
rites, living without any rules moral and 
physical so that with this portion of the 
tribe a very great state of wretchedness 
prevails, Our state legislature has been 
investigating the subject and from this 
source these facts are gained, The tribe 
numbers about six hundred and the resor- 
vation contains seven thousand two hundred 
and eighty acres of land, Out of this it is 
shown tbat the Indians cultivate only about 
one hundred acres ; from this circumstance 
alone, we may conclude that great want and 
poverty must exist, One of our highest 
ecclesiastical dignitaries has interested him- 
self in this people, but with no very groat 
dogree of success. Living in close proximity 
to the whites when the Indian will not con- 
form to the ways of civilization seems to have 
u deteriorating effect upon their character for 
instead of imitating thoir virtues they are 
more apt to adopt their vices. ; 

I have confidence in the natural capability 
of the Indian that under proper influence 
they may attain unto a high degree of edu- 
cation and culture, I had the pleasure 
recently of listening to addresses from two 
young Sioux, from Hampton Institute, 
Virginia,  ihey were both splendid Jae 
mens of their race, and if in any mine tho 
idea of intollectual inferiority prevailed or 
doubts existed of what education could do | 
for the race it must have been pretty 
effectually dispelled by tho talent theso 
young Sioux aisplayed to their large and |

On Fridey after the introduction of se 
rivate bills Sir John Thompson rede 
his bill to amend the criminal law, stating 
its provisions to be as follows —To make the 
seduction of a servant by @ master, em, Noy - 
or or foreman 4 criminal offence ; to define 
and pupish incest ; to make more effective 
Provision for the suppreasion of polygamy ; 
to permit jurors to be provided with refreab- 
tents while on duty ; to make provision for 
the securities of persons committed for trial 
who elect to be tried under the Speedy 
Trials Act ; to extend the powers of Jud, 
in dealing with summary convictions 
Magistrates ; to declare the law with regard 
to the right of courts martial to sentence 
prisoners to gaol. 

The Prenier moved that the Ifouse go 
into Committee on the bill res cting bi 
of exchange, cheques and promi ory notes. 
In one clause is the first schedule, which 
prescribes the turiff of fees of the notary who 
sende the notices, The fees proposed in the 
bill are the same as those charged in Quebec 
and twice as high as those now allowed in 
Ontario. There was a long and interesting 
discussion on this part of the bill, beginning 
with an earnest protest by Mr. Burdett 
against the high ecale of fees, but broadening 
to a consideration of the whole policy of 
requiring notices of dishonor. Mr. Burdett 
contended that it was bad enough for the 
endorser to py his friend’s note without 
being obliged to hand over $2.50 to the bank 
solicitor for doing practically nothing. The 
bank solicitorships were mere sinecures 
given to the friends of the bank, and the fees 
allowed enabled the officers thus appointed 
to'collect their pay from people who were 
already unfortunate enough without this 
impost, : 

In the afternoon the house went into 
committee of s upply during which the 
Ministers of Marine and Militia came in for 
fierce attacks from several members of the 
house, 

Mr. Kirkpatrick introduced the C. P. Kt. 
bill asking for several important privileges. 
__ On Monday the Orange Bill came up for 
its second reading having been introduced 
by Mr. Wallace. There was no discussion 
and the reading was carried by a vote of 85 
to 69,Messrs Bell, Burdett, Platt, Wilson, 
Corby and Bowell, of the bay counties vot- 
ing in favor of the measure, The Premier 
said that $23,202 had been experded on the 
Harvey branch of the short line Railway 
and stated that the Oxford and New 
Glasgow railway would be completed about 
July. He also said that census of 1890 
would be conducted on tne same principle 
as the last census, Mr. Charlton’s motion 
for a committee to investigate the cause of 
the exodus from Canada to the United States 
was defeated by~63 to 94. 

On Tuesday several bills were introduced 
and read a first tire. The attention of the 
house was directed to certain letters publish- 
ed in the Globe reflecting on the character 
of Mr. Rykert, of Lincoln, Consideration 
was deferred, The motion of Mr. Laurier 
for a repeal of the duty on corn allowed to 
distillers when the spirits are exported was 
debated and voted down by a yote of 69 to 
104, On the vote for the administration of 
justice Mr. Burdett urged the readjustment 
of members salaries so as to secure uniform- 


ity. 

On Wednesday Mr. Charlton made in- 
quiries concerning the Hull riots, but Sir 

ohn Macdonald and Mr. Blake stated it 
was a matter for the local authorities. Mr. 
McCarthy introduced his dual language 
motion, to which Mr, Davin, Mr. White and 
Mr. Beausoleil proposed amendments, The 
debate continued all evening and was 
adjourned to Thursday. Several motions 
for returns were made and Mr. Burdette 
introduced his bill to prevent frauds in the

That eager, enthusi- 
astio body of men, clad in their fresh gray

Are Stones Alive? 

A few weeks ago Tho Saturday Republic 
gave the results of somestartling experiments 
by Mr. Mason Kinue, of California, in which 
that gentleman laid claim to having discov- 
ered sex in mineral atoms, From the follow- 
ing it will be seen that E. D, Walker, the 
scientist and writer, anticipated the Pacific 
slope philosopher by about two years. The 
extract given below is from an article by 
Mr. Walker written in 1887: 

“We generally think of minerals as dead 
lumps of inactive matter, But they may 
truthfully be said to be alive, creatures of 
vital pulsations and separated into individu- 
als as distinct as the pinesin a forest or tigers 
ina jungle, The dispositions of crystals are 
as diverse as those of animals. They throb 
with unseen currents of energy. They grow 
in size as long as they have opportunity. 
They can be killed, too, though not as easily 
as an oak or a dog.

Whilo Walker mentions nothing of sex in 
stones, itis plain that his ideas respecting 
them were identical with the wonderful 
truths Mr, Kinne thinks he has demonstrated

The most notable entertainment, without 
exception, ever given at the executive man- 
sion where refreshments were served was 
that to the diplomatic corps in February, 
1881, at the closeof the Hayes administration. 
‘here had passed before the president and 
Mrs. Hayes 7,000 persons by actual count. 
Of thisnumber 4,500 partook of the lavish 
refreshments served. There were two large 
wine barrels of terrapin prepared and served. 
Over 1,500 loaves of bread and 150 hams were 
made into sandwiches. There were nearly 
1,000 quarts of cream furnished. Nearly 400 
chickens were used iu salads, Over 150 gal- 
lons of coffee and great tanks of lemonade 
were consumed. There were cakes and con- 
fections without stint. 

The steward of the household, W. T. 
Crump, who managed this enormous gastro- 
nomic campaign, bad a smal army of men 
and*women in the kitchen. A supply of 
2,500 clean plates was kept constantly on 
band and required ten dish washers. There 
were seven cooks in the kitchen and fifty 
waiters employed in serving the guests. The 
actual cost of this single entertainment was 
$6,000, although no wines were served, which 
was more than has ever been expended by 
any president for state dinners during a 
whole administration. The jam was unpac- 
alleled, owing to senators and others abusing 
the executive hospitality by bringing as 
many «s ten ladies on the card designed only 
to include the ladies of their famifies. —Wash- 
ington Star,

“The rabbit pest is the greatest evil that 
ha ed the Australasian colonists,” said 
| Mr, J, W. Baker, who has spent several years 
| in that country, “and, perhaps, no greater 
evil hase upon any country. To 
eradicate it from New Zealand has been the 
constant aim of the iment and people, 
and the ways and means devised and put in 
operation to this end have been numerous 
and ingenious. A rabbit department has 
been established in the government, with a 
superintendent in charge, local boards have 
been created and private enterprises have 


been set on foot, all having one common 
object in view—the extermination of the 
rabbits. 

“The sheep farmers of New Zealand wore 
principally from England, and were fond of 
the ways of the old country, and it is said 
that rabbits were introduced for the chase— 
a popular amusement of the Old’ World.

It is 
certain that nothing has so overrun # coun- 
try since the locusts invaded Egypt. 

; GREAT DAMAGE. 

“Tt is Gifficult to estimate the great damage 
done to that young colony by rabbits, The 
pests have’ eaten out the ranges so that fhe 
capacity for raising sbeep has been greatly 
lessened, The sheep have fallen off in num- 
ber, and the loss has been immense, running 
up into the millions. It is much easier to 
give an estimate of the money expended in 
destroying the pests than the amount de- 
stroyed by them, At the Australasian stock 
conference held in Sydney in October, 1886, 
it was shown that the rabbit nuisance was 
more serious than was usually believed. The 
carrying capacity'of the land had been re- 
duced a third, and the fleeces had de: 
from 1 pound to 14g pounds per fleece 
weight, The lambing percentage had de- 
creased from 80 to 40 per cent., while tho 
death rate lad Increased from 3, 4 and 5 to 
6, 10, 11, 12 and 13 per cent, 

“In 1882 what is know as the ‘rabbit act’ 
became alaw. Since then the government 
has expended annually $35,000 on crown lands 
(government land) alone. One of the dele- 
gates to the Austr. in stock conference, 
mentioned above, estimated that $1,256,000 
was expended annually by private indiyid- 
uals. During the last eight years there has 
been expended the sum of $12,000,000, and a 
very much larger sum from the beginning of 
the warfare, but how much it is difficult to 
state. 

“At the Australasian conference Mr. J. D. 
Lance, a member of the parliament of New 
Zealand and a delegate, brought up the rab- 
bit pest, and in the course of his address said 
‘that a committee of both houses of the New 
Zealand parliament considered the question 
for two months, and legislation followed the 
action of the committees, A bill was passed 
which, while he could not say that it was per- 
fect, was, nevertheless, a step in the right di- 
rection. He said that fencing was ene of the 
great elementsof success, but in New Zealand 
fencing was diflicult on account of the moun- 
tainous backbone running through the in- 
fested island, parts of which were so precipi- 
tous and rocky that they could not get a pack- 
horse into a very large area, and poisoned 
grain could not be carried there. Thereupon, 
they could not see that on these mountainous 
regions it was possible to carry out fencing 
to any extent. There were spots, however, 
where it could be done, In the northern por- 
tion fencing could be erected, and there it 
was proposed that itshould be done, but in 
the southern portion fencing would be more 
difficult, but they hoped to find a fairly good 
country over which to carry fencing, and he 
thought if they did so they would save that 
country from being overrun. Ifa fence were 
erected and the great wave of rabbits should 
come against it without any opposition, it 
would never keep the rabbits back. 

FERRETS INTRODUCED, 

“Therefore they proposed to build huts at 
certain intervals along the fence at distances 
varrying according to the nature of the coun- 
try, and to have two men in each hut to 
breed ferrets as largely as they could and 
turn them out on the country to make away 
with the muchly despised rabbit. The gov- 
ernment does notallow the natural enemies of 
the rabbit to be destroyed by dogs or other- 
Ferrets would not live without plenty

exterminated in a few months’ time. 
“The committee examined a number of 
witnesses and all were in favor of the in- 
troduction of stoats and weasels as the most 
effective remedy for the evil, and the com- 
mittee recommended that these animals be 
largely imported, Upon examination into 
Mr, Lance found that the wit- 
nesses favoring stoats and weasels were 
largely sheep raisers, or in some way con- 
nected with pastoral industry. ‘The agri- 
cultural farmers almost to a man wero op- 
to the introduction of stoats and 
weasels, as they thought they would be des- 
tructive to poultry. Cats are most useful in 
destroylug rabbits, and with ferrets, fencing 
and poisoning sufficient power in all proba- 
bility will be brought to bear to keep down 
the pests Ss valuable in keeping 
down the number abbits and is much re- 
the natives, The most eflica- 
cious means of using poison was in phosphor 
ized oats, There is danger of fire from the 
use of it during the summer months when 
the grassvisdry. There has not been a stone

the victim who was frantically shrieking for 
help and endeavoring to escape from the 
fiends who again and again dealt ledge 
hammer blows on the poor victim’s upturned 
face until she was rendered incapable of 
speech and fell to the ground unconscious. 
The two men then dragged her slong the 
road to Nelson Lingham’s barn in which they 
threw her and accomplished their inhuman 
and dastardly pu’ 8. When Mr, Ling- 
ham opened his barn shortly after seven 
o'clock this morning he heard stifle¢ groans 
issuing from a manger in which 
was loosely thrown some hay. On look- 
ing further he was horrified at seeing the 
upturned and swollen features of a woman 
lero about forty years of age. Ata 
glance he knew the woman was dying. She 
was breathing hard and occasionally a deep, 
long drawn sigh would escape from her lips. 
Her coat was torn in fragments and the snow 
was blowing over her disheveiled hair and 
bruised face, Making the woman's position 
as comfortable as possible Mr. Lingham at 
once telephoned to police headquarters for an 
officer. Secgt. Downs soon arrived on the 
scene aad saw that the woman could not 
long survive. He sent for Dr. Wilson and 
the victim was conveyed in a cab to the 
hospital. She never regained conscionsness 
and the doctor pronounced her beyond the 
reach of medical aid. Her face was terribly 
disfigured and discolored. Her eyes were 
swollen and had a glassy stare. Her nose 
was swollen as large as a man’s fist bearing 
evidence of a cruel and brutal assault. She 
continued to breathe slowly as if in great 
agony until twenty minutes to cleven o'clock 
when she surrendered to thie great call of 
nature, Unfortunately the victim did uot 
utter a word or leave a clue by which to 
identify her murderers, 

Mr. Wm. Thompson, who resides on Ann 
street heard the woman usking a man not to 
kill her, but could not recognize the parties. 
He was almost t<mpted to dress himself and 
make some inquiries but upon second 
thought returned to his bed. Alderman 
Murray Turner heard the noise and dis- 
turbance and telephoned to the police inform 
ing them of the fact, receiving the answer 
“Allright; thank you,” bat that body 
pursued a policy of masterly inactivity for 
an hour or two, and then failed to discover 
the parties, 

The victim was forty years of age and had 
resided in Belleville fur twelve years, haying 
come from Prince Edward county. She was 
a connection of the notorious Mary Cole, 
better known as ‘‘Platfoot” now in the 
penitentiary. She lived for a time with a 
man who kept a small oyster saloon on Front 
street near the upper bridge, He, however, 
did not long remain with her, leaving for 
parts unknown, After this she lived for 
some time with one Craig, who a short time 
ago was sent from Peterboro to the Central 
Prison for forgery. She has also lived with 
men named Ackerman and Baker. The last 
man with whom she lived was a notorious 
character named Zimmerman, who was 
known by the police as ‘‘the one legged 
crook,” he having but one leg.

One cannot be in this city for any length 
of time without having his attention attract | 


certain fanious sermon of his, entitled **The 
Sun Do Move.” In fact, the writer had his 
curlosity so aroused to hear the sermon that, 
being told Mr, Jasper would preach it when 
ever requested, he made the request and re- 
ceived a reply that it would be delivered the 
next Sunday morning. 

Accordingly on that day the writer, with 
other friends from the north, found himself 
proceeding in search of the reverend gentle 
man’s chureh, which is situated in the district 
known as ‘!Africa,” called so on account of 
being almost wholly occupied by colored peo- 

le. 4 ¢ 
y On arriving at tho church, which proved 
to bea very creditable structure, wo were 
very politely received and shown to a sent. 
About 300 colored people were present, many 
of them boing dressed in the height of fashion, 
and all neat and clean. After some excellent 
singing and ‘a prayer, Mr, Jasper rose and 
said that by request he would deliver his ser- 
mon, "Tho Sun Do Move,” adding that ho 
had already delivered it 175 times. 

But before giving any detail of this truly 
wonderful exposition of Bible doctrine it 
may be well to give a brief account of the 
life of the preacher. John Jasper was born 
in 1812, in Fluvanna county, Va., of slave 
parents. As a boy ho was noted for his 
brightness, and was allowed to work in his 
master’s houso as waiter, etc, When he was 
13 years old he was sent to Richmond to work 
in tho tobacco factories, where he labored 
until the close of the war, though changing 
masters once or twice, 

Tn 1839 lio beeamo converted, and soon af: 
ter clhimed that ho hed beon choson by God 
to preach, In 1510 he began his ministry, 
although at that time hoe had only learned 
how to spell the simplest words, Such was 
the power of. his discourses that his fame ex- 
tended all over Virginia, and he was often 
away on preaching tours lasting two or three 
weeks, Lis master receiving from those wish- 
ing his services the sum of $1 day, except 
Sundays. During the civil war he preached 
to the sick and wounded soldiers in the Con- 
federate hospitals. 

When Richmond surrendered and Mr, Jas 
per becanie a free man, he had only seventy- 
three cents in his pockets, and was in debt 
for house rent to the amount of $42.* It may 
be said here that he is now worth some thou- 
sands of dollars, Until 1887 he did general 
missionary work, both in the city and coun- 
try, during which time he had a great many 
calls to different colored churches, but ac- 
cepted none, On tho first Sunday in Septem- 
ber, 1867, Mr. Jasper organized his present 
church, with uino members, ou an island in 
theJames river, just opposite the city, in a 
little wooden shanty which had been used by 
the government, for a stable. Tho church 
grew and prospered, was moved from the 
shanty toa carpenter's shop and then to its 
present quarters, and now /has a membership 
of over 2,000, Mr, Jasper at one time bapr 
tized 300 candidates in two hours. 

A member of Mr, Jasper’s chureh and a 
white mana few years ago got into a con- 
froversy about the rotation of the sun, and 
finally decided to ask Mr. Jasper to preach a 
sermon on the subject, He did so, and ‘took 
for his text Exodus xv, 8: “The Lord is a 
man of war, the Lord is hisname.” This is 
the sermon be has since delivered so many 
times, and which is briefly outlined below. 

Ho-began by giving a graphic sketch of 
the Israclites, beginning with Abrabam, and 
continuing until thé persecution of thera by 
the Pharaohs, He graphically described tho 
plagues that were sent as a means of deliv- 
erance, and gave a thrilling description of 
the passage of the Red Sea, whero he said 
God feught the frst batue for his people. 
“God does not fight like other people,” ho 
said. When we fight we can see each other, 
but when God fights he isinvisible. He does 
not need to throw up breastworks like 
men.” Ho then spoke briofly of the suffer- 
ings of the children of Israel-in the desert, 
and then came to the time whén Joshua 
commanded the sun to stand stall, which it 
accordingly did. 

“Now,” said the preacher, “ph@osopbers 
say that the sua does not move. Z want to 
make a fire of those philosophers’ books to- 
day, The Bible said the sun stood still. 
anybody going’ to say that the sun was staud- 
ing still beforeJoshua told it tostand still? 
Do you think Joshua would have asled God 

sto stop the sun if she had not been moving? 
And yet the philosophers say the sun stands 
stil and the world revolves around it 
Whore in the name of God they get their au- 
thority from I don't know. It is nonsense to 
fay that the sun docs not move. David, in 
the fifty-fifth Psalm, says: ‘Tho mighty God, 
even the Lord, h spoken, and called’ the 
earth from the ri f the sun unto the go- 
ing down thereof.’ Is it possible that this 
means that the sun doesnot move? That man 
who says the sun does not move, he does not 
read his Bible,” 

The preacher wenton to express his sur- 
prise that people should believe anything so 
absurd and contrary to the teachings of the 
Bible, and then returned to his attack on the 
philosophers. ‘Some of them tel) us,’”? he 
said, “that the sun is 95,000,000 miles from 
the earth; others say 130,000,000, and others 
65,000,000, This is gonclusive proof of their 
ignorance on the suojoct. How can the dis 
tance of the sun from the earth be mieas- 
ured? It is snid thata cannon ball travel- 
ing at tho rate of four miles a second would 
take 351 years to reach the sun. Now, it 
would take the enme time to come back, and 
who is there that can live 702 years to seo if 
it really dovs take that long? And who can 
Zo on the cannon ball and take the tapo line 
to measure the distancof” 

He now left the sun, and attacked tho phil- 
osophers on the argument that the earth is 
round, Ife read Revelations vil, 1: “And 
after these things I saw four angols standing 
on the four corners of theearth, thatthe wind 
should not bluw on the earth, nor on tho sea, 
nor any tree.” “If the carth is round,” bo 
exclaimed, “tho sould angels stand on the 
four cornors?”

Farm‘ Request for The Best Five Facts 
for the Farm” — Some “Pointers” that 


May Be Useful. 


Not long ago The Southern Farm, pub- 
lished at Atlanta, Ga., opened its columns 
to the agricultural public by inviting its 
readers to send in a list of ‘best five 
facts from the farm.” Some of them are 
given herewith: 

Stephen Collins, Evergreen, Ala.: The 
greatest need of the farmers of today is 
information in their calling. To supply 

this want they should take and read ag- 
ricultural journals, and from them drink 
in that which would enrich their minds, 
their fields, their granaries, their pock- 
ots. 

The best food to fully develop the 
milk organs in a young cow and sustain 
the best flow of rich, pure milk in the 
south, is sweet potatoes, bran, cotton 
seed, watermelons and Bermuda grass 
for grazing or hay. The potatoes and 
cotton seed should be cooked and only 
enough of the cotton seed fed to keep up 
the supply of fat. 

The best furnace to cook feed for stock 
and scald hogs in, is a box made of 
Zinch plank, 7 feet long by 50 inches 
wide, 15 inches deep, with a sheet iron 
bottom, placed on a brick furnace, Ifa 
greater capacity is required, make a box 
to fit on top of this, with an open slat 
bottom and 38-inch slats nailed on its 
sides and ends to lap down on the lower 
box cover, and the steam will cook what 
is put in this box. 

A dry-house that will evaporate first 
class fruit, destroy weevil and their 
germs, cure peanuts, onions and save 
Irish and sweet potatoes and pumpkins 
from rot so they can be used at some 
future time as stock food, that can be 
built for a few dollars, would be a most 
desirable acquisition on the farm and 
save latge sums of money now wasted 
in perishable products, 

"George W. Truitt, Lagrange, La.: Gu- 
ano should be well mixed with the soil 
to insure a good crop. 

By topping cotton the middle of July, 
it will mature two weeks earlier. 

If you will cure tobacco in your smoke- 
house every fall, you never will have a 
skipper in your meat, 

Dr, T. J. Walker, Shady Dale, Ga.: If 
the winter wood be cut during the sum- 
mer it will burn better. 

Land sown to grain every third or 
fourth year will produce better and is 
not liable to wash. 

Ed. V, Taylor, Webberville, Te To 
keep hogs fres from lice and other ver- 
min, take your kerosene oil can and pour 
a little from the ears all along the back. 
Two or three applications a year will be 
sufficient. : 

When sows farrow in warm weather I 
always sprinkle their beds with kerosene, 
anda light sprinkleon the sow. It keeps 
off the flies, hence the screw worms, 
which areso annoying and ruinous to 
the young pigs. 

To take off small warts from horses and 
other stock, nothing is so good as caustic. 
Talways keepa stick or two on hand. 
Scrape the crust off the wart and apply 
every day or two, and they will soon dis- 
appear.

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INDIAN MONKEYS. 


Amusing and Tnostractive Stories of Our 
Simian Relatives. 

Few monkeys afford better opportunities 
for observation than the Hanuman monkey 
of India, Generally protected and looked 
upon as sacred by many Hindoos, it has no 
fear of man, and may be found in groves 
near villages, or even in the villago trees, 08 
commonly as in the depths of the forest, In 
many parts of {ndia it is a common occur 
rence to see these monkeys on tho roofs of 
houses, In Benares, the holy city of the Hin- 
doos, they may be seen prowling about the 
streets and the temples, and snatching away 
with impunity fruits and vegetables from the 
baskets of the passers by. They frequently 
pilfes food from the grain dealers’ shops, 
while the damage they inflict on gardens and 
flolds renders them so great a nuisance that 
the inhabitants of the country, although they 
will not themselves, as a rale, kill the mon- 
keys, sometimes beg Europeans to shoot the 
intruders, . 

Tho Hanuman js usually found in groups, 
composed of individuals of both sexes, and of 
all ages; the youngest clinging to their 
mothers and being carried by them, especially 
when alarmed. An old male, not necessarily 
an old bachelor, is occasionally found solitary, 
as with so many mammals, Sometimes fe 
males with very young offspring keep to 
gether, and temporarily apart from the ro- 
mainder of the troop to which they belong. 
Good fights sometimes take place between 
different parties of these monkeys, who use 
all sorts of missiles—truit, branches, clods of 
earth, etc.—on these occasions, 

There was once a combat between two 
groups of Hanumans for the possession of @ 
mango grove, Only the champion males of 
each flock engaged at Jirst, two from the 
larger flock, one from tho smaller; but after 
one of the former had been killed, his throat 
being torn open by his adversary’s teeth, two | 
fomales came to the assistance of the survivor. 
The single champion of the opposite side was 
mortally wounded, and several of the weaker 
flock were taken away prisoners by the 
others, 

Away from villages, the high trees on the 
banks of streams or tanks, and, in parts of 
Central India, rocky hills are the favorite 
baunts of these monkeys, who subsist chiefly 
on fruit and grain, seed, seedpods, leaves and 
young shoots. They are never found ata 
great distance from water; many of them 
can swim anddive well Whether on trees, 
on rocks or on the ground, they aro exceed: 
ingly active. They leap with surprising agility 
and precision from branch to branch, or from 
rock to rock, and when pressed take most 
astonishing jumps, They have been seen to} 
cross from treo to tree—a space of twenty te 
thirty feet wide, with perhaps forty to fifty 
feet in descent. They can run on all fours 
with considerable rapidity, taking long strides 
or rather bounds. 

Their voice is loud, and is often heard, e> 
pecially in tho morning and eyoning. They 
generally utter a loud, joyous, ratlier musical 
call—a kind of whoop—when bounding from 
treo to tree, and a harsh, guttural note, do- 
noting alarm or anger, The latter is the ery 
familiar to the tiger hunter, among whiose | 
best friends is the Hanuman, Safely en- 
sconced ina lofty tree, or jumping from one 
tree to another as tho tiger moves, tho 
monkey, by gesture and cry, points out the 
position of his deadly enemy in the bushes or 
grass beneath, and swears at him heartily. 
It is marvelous to observe how these monkeys, 
even in tho wildest forests, where human 
beings are rarely seen, appear to recognize 
the men as their best friends, at least as allics 
against theo ti 

Indeed, those who lave only seen monkeys 
in Europe, and especially in cages, have but 
a very imperfect idea of the intelligence, love 
of fun and power of mimicry that these ani- 
mals possess, Some of them are kept tamo 
in India and other countries, taught to per- 
form tricks of various kinds, and carried 
abont by jugglers and itinerant mountebanks 
for the amusement of children and of grown 
up people too, They will imitate the tall, 
laugh and gait of everybody they seo, make 
faces at the children, and perform all sorts of 
antics, and they scem to enjoy the fun justas 
much as the onlookersdo, They are the in- 
carnation of mischief and curiosity, and alk 
together a most amusing set of creatures. 
But some of them are ill tempered; and the 
older ones, who cannot be trained, are usually 
sayago. 

Others are very quarrelsome, perpetually 
screaming and ‘fighting, cr teasing one an- 
other—in fact, they behave very much like 
unruly children, Monkeys, in their natural 
state, when alarmed, rush through the for- 
est, shaking the branches violently, and 
leaping from tree to tree. But occasion- 
ally the old male stays bebind in a safe post 
of vantage on the top of one of the highest 
trees, where he may be heard uttering his 
short deep alarm ery at frequent intervals. 
Mr. Blanford, late of the Indian service, 
writes: “I was once well scolded from a 
tree by an old monkey, on the edge of a half- 
deserted clearing in Southern Avacan, *I bad

The new French seagoing torpedo boat has

Russia Unhealthiest of Lands. 

If St. Petersburg is the most insalubrious 
of European capitals, Russia altogether is 
the unhealthiest country in the civilized 
world. The latest statistics of the medical 
department for 18S7 show a less satisfactory 
state of the public health than those of the 
immediately preceding years. The cases of 
infectious diseases, although fat from having 
been all chronicled, were much more numer- 
ous in proportion to the population than in 
England, Holland, Italy, Belgium or Prussia; 
leprosy was found in 65 districts, and 615 
fresh victims were registered during the 
year; there were 21 blind to every 1,000 in- 
habitants—a greater proportion than any- 
where else on the continent; and 27,107 per- 
sons poisoned themselyes, Every year 15 
more persons in every 1,000 die in Russia 
than in England, which, according to The 
Novoe Vremya, makes an unnecessary loss 
of 1,650,000 persons annually sacrificed 
through inadequate :nedical assistance, An 
example of this latter deficiency is given in 
the Caucasus, where there is only one hos- 
pital for evry 309,000 inhabitants, and one 
hospital bed for every 12,000.—St. Peters- 
burg Cor, London Times. 


Substitute Prisoners, 


The number of aged men among the pris- 
oners in the jails of India is said to be very 
large, arid the explanation is this: 

It is a common practice when a theft is 
brought home to a man by the policé for him 
to getanold father or uncle to take the 
blame on himself, or he puts up a younger 
brother to do so. Before the court they make 
fujl and circumstantial confession. They are 
convicted and the real thieves getolf, It is 
done to benefit the family. A sturdy young 
man is able todo more for the family support 
by honest labor or by thieving than an old 
man or a boy, 

This is a custom which prevails more or less 
in all Oriental countries, The judges and the 
peopleseem to argue in this way, ‘Somebody 
has committed a crime, therefore somebody 
must be punished. Now the law is no re- 
specter of persons, and one person isthe same 
as another; therefore, it can make no differ- 
ence to tho law who is punished. So, if the 
law punishes some person for the crime, it 
makes no difference if he did not commit the 
crime, the law bas been yindicated.”—lx- 
change, 


The “Horse Power. 

The use of “horse power” as a measure of 
an engine's work comes naturally from the 
fact that the first engines were built to do the 
work previously dono by horses, John Smen- 
ton, the builder of atmospheric engines before 
Bolton and Watt had introduced their more 
important machine, had already set the work- 
ing power of a horso as equal to lifting a 


weight of 22,000 pounds one foot highina 
minute,

A strange natural phenomenon is the pam- 
pero, a South American storm wind. It is

hving been almost destroyed by sun and 
erm, T nore were very few children’s 
saves which had not something of this kind 
pon them. _ Upon inquiry I was told that 
ris custom is almost universal among the 
oloured people in the South. The senti- 
sent that prompts it readily suggests itself; 
wut it is not quite 80 easy to aodeayang an- 
ther thing which I noticed. Upon fully 
ialf the small graves, lying or standing, 
partly buried in the earth, were medicine 
ottles of every size and shape. Some were 
early full, and all oritained more or less of 
he medicine whioh had no donbt been used 
in the effort to ward off the visit of death. 
The usual number of these on each grave 
was from one to three, but on one I counted 
eight. The placing of these bottles is cer- 
tainly 4 singular conceit. Just why they do 
it is not 2lear, Iwas impelled by curiosity 
to inquire of two or three negroes about it ; 
but Mey, seemed no better able to explain 
it than was, One old woman, who was 
loitering about the cemetery, said. in answer 
to my question,—‘I kain’t tell ye why, 
mister, but dey allers does it. When I was 
a chile, T libed down in ole Virginny, an’ it 
was jes de famedar. Id’no, but mebbe dey 
tiinks de medisun ‘Il he'p de chil’en arter 
deve buried ; but 1 don’t see no good in it 
nohow.

MRS, FRANK LESLIE WRITES OF 
THE CHIFFONNIERS. 
fome Astonishing Facts About These 


Strange Scavengers of tho Streets of the 
Great French Capital —Their Organizn- 
r Work.

M. Rouff, a denlor in diamonds, lost a fine, 
large pearl, weighing 125 grains and valued 
| at $8,000, He immediately put posters up on 
all the walls of Paris offoring a handsomo re- 
ward for itsrecovery. Several weeks elapse 
when a poor woman called on the commissary 
of police in the Rue Montmartre and handed 
the lost pearl to that official, Her name was 
Gautier, She was a chiffonniers, or female 
ragpickor, by trade, and had found the pearl 


lived in a small wooden shanty in the Rue da 
Ruisseau, a poorly tenanted street belonging 
to a quarter known as Les Grandes Carrieres, 
so named from the “large quarries” on the 
northern slopes of Montmartre, where the 
city formerly got much of its fine limestone 
for building, 

The new law, that forbids housekeepers 
placing their rubbish in the streets over night 
has been a sad blow to the corporation to 
which this poor, honest woman belongs. 
Some compensation has, if is true, been of- 
fered them by the tolerance of the police, 
who close their eyes to the infri igement of 
the regulations in the narrow streets which 
are lined with shops and warehouses. ‘They 
haye each their own concierge, who permits 
them to forage at daybreak among the rub- 
bish brought down by the servants from up- 
stairs, 

They have a longer day’s work now. For- 
merly they started out at 10 at night, and at 
4or 5in the morning, when the carts made 
their rounds, they had disappeared from the 
streets, Now they must remain until tho 
scavengers appear on the scene, or at least 
until the boxes of rubbish have been emptied 
into the common bin placed on the edgeof 
the curb by each concierge, 

They have the work of sorting to do when 
they get back from their early morning t 
of collecting the refuse, Some sell it to a 
boss or trieur (sorter), as he is called, who 
stays at home and does nothing else, He sits 
in his room like a gentleman, and there quiet- 
ly assembles, examines and separates the dif- 
ferent articles picked up by his work people. 
He then sells the material to buyers of vari+ 
ous sorts, 

The business is anything buf a lucrative 
one. Parisians, however, throw away every 
year more than 300,000 tons of stuff’, which

25,000,000 francs, or nearly 000,000, ‘The 
daily returns amount in all to more than 70,- 
000 francs ($14,000), but there are 40,000 men 
and women to share the sum between them, 
so that each gets an average of 1 franc 7) 
centimes, or less than 85 cents, Two hundred 
pounds of waste paper cannot be sold for 
more than a couple of francs, woolen rags 
are only worth 5 cents # pound, cotton 3 
cents, and bones at best fetch 1 frane 85 cen- 
times, or 37 cents, per hundred weight. 

A man working steadily all night—for they 
still ply their trade on asmall scale, despite 
the edict of the prefect—may earn, if he has 
a fair amount of good fortune, from forty to 
sixty cents, but not more, A silver spoon 
does occasionally turn up in the rubbish, but 
a pearl of purest orient hue—vwell, so to 
speak, never, Besides, every member of the 
corporation of ragpich is bound under 
severe penulties to deposit any valuable he 
may find at the nearest police office. Each 
has a card or ticket with a number inscribed, 
anda number corresponding with that on 
the c 
Ragpickers, nivreover, have always been 
noted for their industry and honesty. 

The “new law” T have alluded to was a de- 
cree enacted by M, Poubelle, prefect of the 
Seine, requiring every concierge to provide 
a box for the rubbish of the tenants, and to 
have it ready for the dust carts on their 
morning rounds. It came into force Jan 15, 
1884, The evident effect, if not the object, 
of this regulation was to check tho chiffon- 
nier’s occupation, and togive the dust con- 
tractor a monopoly of the refuse. On sani- 
tary grounds the prefect may have béen 
right, but policy required moderation even 
in a question where the health of so large a 
city as Paris is concerned. The fact of sud- 
denly reducing so large a crowd of honest 
servants to downright beggary was a mis- 
take. 

Public opinion, which in France, as in 
other countries of a similar high degree of 
civilization, is the supreme ruler, spoke up in 
favor of the ragpicker and against that 
minor sovereign known as tho prefect of 
the Se Many deputies also humanely 
joined in the protest, so that the now immor 


tal M. Poubelle was constrained to offer par | 


tial excuses for his action in the matter, and 
promised that the utmost tolerance should be 
exercised by the authorities in behalf of this 
particular and—as be adimitted—most hon- 
orable” industry. ‘Che vagpickers were in 
futuro to be allowed to turn out the new dust

The Anoldnt Toutonio Custom asx It Still 
Flourishes at Wanover, 

This week there has been an opportunity to | 
se0 a market fair in Hanover, which occurs 
only thrice a year, and lasts but. two or three 
days. Infact, I am just returned from wan- 
dering about town in a drizzling rain, bump- 
ing umbrellas in the crowd of chaffering and 
chattering Hanoverians, and receiving an oc- 
casional cu from booth owner be- 
cause of the unintentional but none the less 
wot stream of water which my umbrella tip 
plumped down upon her cakes or candy, The 
stalls and booths for the display of the wares 
were to be found in various parts of the town, 
| according to the nature of the sales; thus live | 
stock was to be had in one section, books in | 
another, ‘‘notions” in the third, and so on, 

Today Ispent my time ip the old portion 
of the city, and here the center of bustle and 
intorest was the ancient Market chureh, 
From tho square upon which this church 
stands the lines of booths stretched up the 
streets, radiating right and left from the 
Market square, These booths were hastily 
rigged affairs, built of boards, with their 
tops covered with canvas against the rain, so 
that they looked like a row of Indian wig- 
wains, Every conceivable article, and some 
inconceivable, were to bo purchased along 
these rows, behind which stood mon and 
women crying up their wares or doling out 
small portions te the peasant buyer. 

Before 4 o'clock of this rainy afternoon the 
oil lamps were lighted and flared picturesque- 
ly in the wind, Through the middle of the 
streets surged the crowd of buyers, many of 
them country folk, who had come in solely 
for the fair, They clattered over the cobble- 
stones in their sabots and beat down ‘prices 
with high heart and volobilit Above rose 
the gray old houses and high over all the 
yonerable and massive ehurch, under whose 
walls for five centuries humanity was bought 
and sold, lived and died, It was a scene for a 
Dickens, and I sighed for his insight and his 
graphic power of description, 

At some of the booths a foreigner was es: 
pecially tempted to rid himself of a few pen- 
ules or marks. Kor example, here hung by 
| the score those long, porcelain bowled pipes 
which are so typicalof that country, and 
hard by were all manner of blue earthen- 
ware drinking jugs, mugs and tankards, 
with bibulous mottoes in German seript and 
metal covers that were a joy to see, Insome 
cases some magic sign like ‘Aus Italien” 
was hung in frontof the booth, and there 
you were sure to find cheap jewelry, tawdry 
paintings or bizarre house ornaments, those 
behind the improvised counter being dark, 
sallow and melancholy eyed, and wearing 
large rings in their ours after Che manner of 
their race, 

There seemed to be no congruity here in 
the arrangement of the successive stands; b 
side one exclusively devoted to worsteds 
would be another where the succulent seusage 
and the malodovous bub beloved limburger 
reigned supreme, and a Jittle farther on the 
toys of childhood hobnobbed with a murder- 
ous array of knives, big and little, ranging 
from the tiny nail trimmer to the long, keen 
blade of the hog killer, ‘The motley of sales 
and sights only made the scene richer and a 
characteristic picture of forcign street life. 
Tum told that the articles to be bought at 
these fairs, though cheap, are shoddy and un- 
relinble, and are avoided by the wily citizen, 
the chief profit acerning from the open 
monthed country bumplins who judge by 
outside show and the oily assurances of the 
propristors,—Cor.

Not Change in Those Days 
so Often as They Do Now—When tho 
Women Really Made Their Own Clothes. 
Henry Clay's Jeans Breeches. 


Tho costumo of the pioncer belle was not 
ond when sho left the parental 
4 home of her own no Saratoga 
trunks were required for her wardrobe, Sho 
wore the larger portion of it. In later years 
we read that Henry Clay used to drive to 
Washington city in his family carriage with 
his wife and daughter, and take theis ward- 
robe with them for a winter's Stay at the na- 
tional capital. Now the luggage of such a 
party would half fill a baggage car, 
In this day of diversified industry, when one 
labor faving invention crowds another off 
the stage in endless and rapid succession, one 
can scarcely comprehend the patient, perse- 
vering effort required of the pioneer house- 
wife in the discharge of the ordinary duties 
of the cabin. The lack of costly furniture, 
handsome carpets, fragile bric-a-brac and 
expensive hangings did not lessen her care, 
She was both mistress and servant, matron 
and nurse, housekeeper and charwoman, 
dairymaid and cook, Neatness was not less 
demanded of her than of the modern house- 
wife, and her split broom and serub brush 
found ample service in keeping floor and fur- 
niture clean and white. 
DIVIDED LABOR, 
The labor was pretty well divided between 
the sexes, ‘Tbe men,” the’early writers tell 
us, ‘hunted and brought in the meat; they 
planted, plowed and gathered the corn, 
grinding it into meal at a hand mill or | 
pounding it into hominy in the mortar, | 
which was occasionally the work of éither or | 
the joint labor of both,” But with these | 
offices the labor of the women was. scarcely 
begun, Custom aud rece: united to lay 
upon her tle care of providing for’ every | 
household need that the ruc 
the period did not supply, and it) all the mul- 
tifarious dutics which engaged lier skill and

y. And soshe milked the cows in 
ather, while sturdy men and boys | 
atched an operation too effeminate to enlist | 
their services, She churned the butter, car- 
ried the tubs toa spring a quarter or half | 
mile from the cabin, or caught rain water i 
troughs and barrels from the eaves for the | 
“washing ;” 1aade her own soap; washed, | 
picked, carded and dyed the wool; pulled, 
broke and hackled the flax; spun the thread 
and wove the cloth; contrived and made the 
garments; reared her children, nursed the 
sympathized with the distressed, and en- 
» couraged the disheartencd laborer at her | 
side, In all this, and above it all, woman 
was the tutelary saint of the frontier, 
‘The first cloth made in Kentucky was in 
1776, by the wife of William Peague, who 
that year joined the settlement at Harrods: | 
bur, She brought with her the frst spin- 
ning wheel ever seen west of the mountains, 
and she spun thread from the lint of the net- | 
tle, which grew abundantly in the new eoun- 
try, and upon a rude loom contrived by her 
husband she worked it into cloth, This she 
called linen, but by adding a “4Ming” spun 
front bulfulo wool she made a cloth she 
Called Husey woolsey. Considerable of such 
cloth was nade here before the introduction 
of sheep, and before the people began to cul- 
tivate flax and hemp.

In November, 1854, a mass of gold was 
found at Carson Hill, Calaveras county, 
which weighed 195 pounds troy. This is the 
largest piece of gold ever found in the state, 

On the 4th day of August, 1858, Ira A. 
Willard found on the west const of Feather 
river a nugget weighing fifty-four pounds 
ayvoirdupois before and forty-nine and a half 
pounds after melting. 

In 1856, at French Ravine, Sierra county, 
a nugget was found which contained consid- 
erable quartz, but yielded $10,000, while an- 
other was found at an earlier date in 1851, 
the gold from which was valued #t $8,000, 

A Mr. Strain found a Jarge slab shaped 
gold quartz nugget near Knapp ranch, half 
a milo east of Columbia, Tuolumne county, 

which weighed fifty pousds avyoirdupois.

A DUEL OVER JEANS. 

The spinning wheel, the loom and the reel 
have disappeared, except as relics. (It is 
fashionable now to have our grandmothers 
old wheels, bedecked with ribbons and gew~ 
gawa, conspicuously displayed in our parlors 
and libraries.) A suitof country brown jeans 
is never seen now, except when the revenue 
officers bring in a squad of moonshiners from 
the mountains. But following the period of 
buckskin breeches every man wore home 
made jeans and linens, I have seen thie late 
Governor John L, Helm on public occasions, 
where he tool a conspicuous part, dressed in 
asuit of joans, 

The celerated duel beiWagn Henry Clay 
and Humphrey Marshall in 1807 graw out of 
Marshall’s sarcastic criticism of Clay for wearer 
Marshall was an avisto- 
erat socially and a federalist politically, He 
believed Clay's republican ideas and ple- 
beian tastes affected to give him prestige 
with the people, and he gave bis ‘stinging 
pen and bitter tongue” full swing at him,

The fashions didn’t change 
then as often as theydo now, ‘The same bon- 
net or hat was worn for years. Men wore 
their hats eight or ten years, and yet, not 
half worn out, would barter them to the hat 
ter in part pay for a new one of the latest 
btyle. 
“The samo Loinet was worn 4s long, the 
trimming pevliaps changed ey: two or 
three years, Calico Was the preyailing ma- 
terin) for ladies’ fine dresses; such as were 
worn in making calls, attending religious 
meetings or evening parties, The more el- 
derly wore bombazine. Six yards were 
amply sufficient for a pattern, An article 
called homespun wool, or cotton and wool, 
Was usually worn about the house when en- 
Vhore 
were social parties in those days, but there 
was some regard pald to proper hours for 
niveting and dispersing, The company as- 
sembled at early candle lighting and went 
home at rew Jo bedtime, and had no ico 
cream or oyster suppers.”

When the Pilgrim Fathers landed on Ply- 
mouth Rock, the friendly Indians asked of 
what Bee le they were, to which auery they 
replied ‘‘English.” But the red man could 
not twist his tongoe around that word, and 
“Yangeese” was as near as he could get to 
it, It was but a very short tire, and by a 
natural and easy transition, before ‘“Yan- 
geese” became transformed into ‘‘Yankees,” 
Tho use of this word also is peculiar. The 
people of the Southern States call all Nor- 
therners both east and west, “Yankees,” as 
will be remembered by those familiar with 
the great Civll War. The people of the 
Western States call only those living in the 
Eastern States, or east of the Hudson River, 
Yankees,” and these are the only people 
who ackuowledge the name, and always so 
describe themselves, On the other hand, 
all the English colonists and the people of 
Great Britain invariably call all citizens of 
the United States ‘*Yankees,” and when 
abroad they cheerfully accept, and are gen- 
erally proud of the title, which, as we have

The superstition of the burlal of the boots 
probably survives in England. It is about 
seventeen years since the writer heard from 
an old gypsy that when another gypsy was 
“puvado,” or “earthed,” a very good pair of 
boots was placed by him in the grave. Tho 
reason was not given; perhaps it was nob 
known. ‘These customs often survive after 


| the cause is forgotten, simply frum some feel- 


ing that good or bad luck attends their ob- 
servance or the neglect of it 

Many years sinco a writer in an article on 
shoes in The English Magazine stated that 
“according to an Aryan tradition, the great- 
er part of the way from the land of the living 
tothatof death lay through morasses and 
vast moors overgrown with ferns and thorns, 
That thedead might not pass over them bare- 


foot, a pair of shoes was laid with them in 
the grave,” 

The shoo was of old in many countries a 
symbo! of life, liberty, or entire personal con- 
trol. In Ruth we are told that “it was the 
custom in Israel concerning changing, that a 
man plucked off his shoe and delivered it to 
his neighbor.”

the forfeyte—for at the edge of the lande an 
oulde man shall meet them with the same 
st hat were given by the partic when he 
was lyving, and after he hath shodde them 
dismisseth them to go throngh thick and thin 
Without scratch or scalle,” 

‘Thisunust be a very agreeablo reflection to 
all rtlemen who have bestowed their old 
boots on waiters, or ladies who have in like 
fashion gifted their maids, To be sure, the 
legend specifies new shoes; but surely a pair 
of thirty shilling boots only half worn count 
for as much asa new pair of half a sovereign 
chaussures. However, if one is to go 
“through thick and thin without scratch or 
seallo,” it may be just as well to be on the 
safe side, and give a good new oxtra stout 
pair to the gardener for Christmas, For 
truly the superstitions are strange things, 
and no one knows what may be in then! 
There are one or two quaint shoe stories of 
the olden tine which may be of value to the 


collector. 
CUPID IN SHOES.

was trained to find him and to kneel beforo 
him, and, finally, that the plowshare and 
wooden shoes, were the prepared properties 
of the little drama, The Seven-League boots 
and the shoes of Peter Schlemill, which take 
one over the world at will, bave a variation 
in a pair recorded in another tale, 

There was a beautiful and extremely proud 
damsel, Who refused a young man with every 
conceivable aggravation of the offence, in- 
forming him that when she ran after him, 
and not before, that he might hope to marry 
her; and at the same time meeting a poor old 
woman who begged her for a pair of old 
shoes, To which the proud princess replied: 

Shoes Lete, shoes there; 
Give me a couple, I'll give chee a pair. 

‘To which the old woman, who was a witch, 
grimly uttered, “Dll give thee a pair 
which”— The rest of the expression was 
really too unamiable to repeat. Well, the 
youth and the witch met, and going to the 
lady’s shoemaker, ‘made him make” a su- 
perbly elegant pair of shoes, which were sont 
to the damsel as a gift. Such a gift! No 
sooner were they put on than off they start- 
ed, carrying tho princess, maigro elle, over 
hill and wale. By and by she saw that a 
man—the man, of course, whom she had re- 
fused—was in advance of her. As in the 
song of the “Cork Log,” “the shoes never 
stopped, but kept on the pace.” And the 
young man led her to a lonely castle aud 
reasoned with ber. And as she had promised 
to marry him should she ever run after him, 
and as stie had pursued him a whole day, she 
kept her word. Tho shoes sho sent to the 
Witch filled with gold, and they w wed- 
ded, and all went as merry as o thousand
